How a young man, Robert James Nichol- 
son, aged twenty-five, of 176 Clontarf road, 
Dublin, was knocked down and killed at 
ra mg | Cross by a competitor in the 
Leinster miles motor-cycle road race on 
Saturday last, was described to Dr. Louis A. 
Byrne, the City Coroner, and a jury, at an 
inquest held in the Mater Misericordim 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday. 

Dr. Phelan, house surgeon, said that 
Nicholson was dead on admission to the 
hospital, After a post-mortem examination 
he thought that death was due to shock, 
aggravated by hemorrhage.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 


STAGGERING MAN HIT BY 
OMNIBUS. 


Christopher Noonan, of Mountjoy square, 
driver of a 'bus owned by the Dublin United 
Tramways Company, Ltd., was charged with 
the manslaughter of James Duff, of Santry, 
Co. Dublin, who died in Jervis Street 
Hospital on the 5th April last after being 
knocked down by the defendant’s 'bus. Mr. 
T. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
office, prosecuted, and Mr. E. H. Burne, 
solicitor, defended. 

Dr. John 8. McKenna, house surgeon of 
the hospital, said that Duff's imjuries in- 
cluded a fractured skull. 

Leo Capper, taxi-driver, who was in 
Amiens street at the time of the accident, 
said that there were two ‘buses travelling 
from the city at a slow rate. Duff was 
staggering across the road with his head 
down.

The hearing of the appeal was resumed in 
the case of the Representative Body of the 
Church of Ireland against the Rev. Henry 
Charles Cave, of the Rectory, Malahide, and 
others, in relation to the application of the 
income of the Boulter Trust Fund. The 
appeal was brought on behalf of the Rev. 
Joseph Riversdale Colthurst, one of the de- 
fendants, representing poor parishes. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Newett (in- 
structed by Messrs. A. and L. Goodbody ) 
appeared for the appellant; Mr. Maurice C. 
Walker inatrentad on Mr. Frank Digby 
Darby) for the cail, Áir Church Body; 
and Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Poole (in- 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and 
Synnott) for the Rev. H. C. Cave, the Rev.

Continuing his arguments on behalf of the 
appellant, Mr. Overend referred to the pass- 
ing of the Church Act, 1869, whereby the 
Church of Ireland was disestablished. Counsel 
explained the effect of the various articles in 
that Act. 

Having dealt with the various classes of 
property, the statute, he said, dealt with the 
real or persona) property which might be the 
produce of money given by private persons. 
All that property was swept away, and was 
vested in the Church Temporalities’ Commis- 
sioners, and in lieu of it a sum of £500,000 
was to be paid. The Representative Church 
Body ear-marked the value of the Boulter 
Fund on January 1, 1871, out of the £500,000, 
as being the Boulter Trust Fund, the value 
of which was £140,222 17s. Counsel then 
referred to Section 70 of the Act on which 
the decision, he said, really depended. That 
section intended to preserve completely identi- 
fiable private endowments.

NOT SATISFIED. 

The witness went to Trinity College Lib- 
rary, and then to the National Library, where 
he saw a volume of Temple Scott which con- 
tained samples of autographs. He was not 
satisfied with his examination. and on the 
20th February went to Mr. Hanna and said 
that with regard to the autograph book he 
was afraid that it was a forgery, and de- 
manded his money back.

She really thought that 
in these days of rush and turmoil they should 
not rush their music, but should do some 
hard thinking and study to improve their 
sicht-reading. Hard work was still the sure 
and safe. if not the only, way to success. 
If they found sight-reading difficult, they 
should make a habit of taking up a new 
song every day and spend a few minutes try- 
ing to sing it.

As it 
was, Mr. Wilson was satisfied with recalling 
five, comprising one tenor, two mezzo- 
sopranos, One contralto, and one soprano. The 
Cup was lost and won by the narrowest of 
margins. Candidates were ‘‘ spun”’ on the 
turn of a phrase, the merest suggestion cf 
faulty intonation, so close was the competi- 
tion. The Cup went to a young soprano, Miss 
Violet Burne, who won through with her 
delightful painting of that difficult, but lovely, 
tone poem, “The Beu,” by Sir Hamilton 
Harty, but it was only a tendeucy to hurry 
the pace of Brahms’s “ The Blacksmith ” on 
the part of Mrs. Howard Pedlow that lost 
her the award.

Speak- 
ing Russian, Monseigneur O'Rourke is 
proficient in the main European languages, 
and recently took up the study of Irish. 
He carried to success many important 
pontifical missions entrusted to him during 
the War, and at its conclusion was ap- 
pointed first Bishop of Danzig.

“ all Russian children in exile throughout 
Germany.” 

Although they settled in Russia several 
centuries ago, his family, the O’Rourkes, 
are direct descendants of the Princes of 
Breiffne. Coming to Russia from France, 
whither they had retired after the siege of 
Limerick, many members of the clan, Ua 
Ruaire, wrote their names on the pages of 
Russian history. By special decree of the 
Empress Elizabeth, they were exempted 
from conforming to Russian Orthodoxy, 
and were allowed to retain their “‘ Irish 
faith.” Many of the O’Rourkes became 
very distinguished generals in the Russian 
Army. One of them, Count Joseph 
O’ Rourke, won the high Order of St. Anne

Diverse Tongues. 


Much time used to be wasted at inter- 
national gatherings, such as the League 
of Nations’ Council, by reason of the reed 
to translate every speech into the various 
recognised languages. This difficulty has 
been overcome recently. Every speaker is 
connected hy telephone with the inter- 
preters, whb automatically interpret the 
speeches, and relay them by telephone in 
the five recognised languages of the League 
to the other members of the house. In 
front of every member's seat is a desk 
with five telephone switches. The listener 
has only to adjust the headphones, and to 
connect up with the language that he 
knows. By this means his interest does 
not flag—at least, in theory—and the time 
is reduced to approximately one-fifth. 


Lismore Castle. 


When I called at Lismore Castle recently 
I was sorry to learn from the lodge- 
keeper that in future no visitors will be 
allowed to view the castle or grounds, 
either when the family is in residence or 
at other times. No reason was given, 
but I understood that this decision has 
only just been reached.” If this magnifi. 
cent pile is closed to the public, it will be 
a national loss; for it is among our 
oldest and most beautiful Irish heritages. 

The beauty of Lismore, with the Black- 
water flowing so peacefully beneath its 
shadowed banks, equals anything to be 
found in. foreign clime or home country. 
As I stood on the bridge beneath the 
castle I remembered that Thackeray, not 
always over-generous where things Irish 
were concerned, considered Lismore Castle 
as noble and picturesque as Warwick. In 
historical association it is far older; for 
its first foundations were laid in the sixth 
century by St. Carthage, who had his 
monastery there. The stalls can still be 
seen in the great banqueting hall of the 
castle. Much of the present castle was 
built by King John in 1185, and, after 
having been partly demolished by fire 
and siege, it was granted, with other lands, 


Belgian seaside resort, he saw a notice 
prominently displayed in a shop window.

Interpreter (triumphantly)— “Then I 
speak English as well as Scotch.” : 
At this stage my friend withdrew with 
a feeling that he had merely complicated 
the language question, and possibly had 
caused a projected addition to the curious 
notice. 


Changing Her Colours. 


During this month Shamrock V., last 
year’s challenger for the America’s Cup, 
will take the water again under the colours 
of Mr. T. O. Sopwith, the well-known 
pioneer aviator. Besides changing her 
racing colours, the Shamrock will appear 
at regattas in @ somewhat unfamiliar 
guise. Her green topsides have now been 
painted white. Although this ars ere 
the colour of the famous line of late 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s racers may shock 
some of the younger members of the yacht- 
racing fraternity, it will be recalled by 
many that the first three challengers for 
the America’s.Cup were painted white 
during their trial races around the 
English coast, and only adopted the green 
topsides when crossing the Atlantic. These 
were Shamrock I., 1899; Shamrock TII., 
1901. and Shamrock III., of 1905. 
Despite the conventional change, Mr. 
Sopwith is not pandering to the EEA 
superstition that green is an unlucky 
colour, and Shamrock V. will have her

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE Northern House of Commons will 
meet to-morrow, when the final stages 
of the Estimates in Committee of Supply 
will be taken, while the remaining votes 
on the Ministry of Home Affairs and the 
Ministry of Labour accounts will also be 
completed. There should be no difficulty 
abant these, as all that can be said about 
them has been repeated time after time.

MUSIC IN BELFAST. 


i) We had a visit from John Ireland, the 
distinguished composer, last Saturday, and 
a large audience had the pleasure of seeing 
him eonduct two of his own. works at a 
concert in the Ulster Hall. His new com- 
position, Concerto in E flat major, for 
ES and orchestra, with Miss Helen 
erkin as soloist, received an artistic 
rendering, Mr. Ireland, in his reading, 
revealing the manifold beauties of the 
music. 

The Concerto, which is in three move- 

ments, has some lovely themes. The open- 
ing is serene and smooth, followed by a 
dificult and ornate melody for the piano- 
forte. There was some charming tone- 
colour in the slow movement—which is 
scored for strings, horns and woodwind 
only—and later the wistful notes of the 
oboe were heard in a melodious passage. 
Some fine climaxes were built up, and Mr. 
Ireland got the best out of his forces in 
the shading of expression from subdued 
sentences to crashing crescendos. 
Miss Perkin, who is the recognised in- 
terpreter of Ireland’s works—this Con- 
certo is dedicated to her—has remarkably 
good technique, combined with tic 
temperament, and her brilliant rendering 
of a difficult part, with many dazzling 
periods, evoked the enthusiasm of her 
hearers. She has force or extreme delicacy 
as required by the mood. Mr. Ireland 
also conducted the performance of his 
symphonic rhapsody, ‘‘ Mai-Dun,”’ with 
success. 


GOLDEN OPPORTUNITIES. 


Last Saturday Lord Craigavon drew 
attention to a subject which has: already 
been exercising the minds of Northern 
agriculturists for some time past. He 
said that there was lying to be picked up 
a policy which he believed would almost 
revolutionise the property of the farming 
classes. There were, he declared, millions 
and millions of money to be picked up, 
especially in bacon. Others have ex- 
pressed a similar opinion. 

A month ago the Earl of Antrim, who 
is himself extensively engaged in farm- 
ing, organised a deputation to go to Den- 
mark to study the methods adopted in 
the pig industry, together with the 
scientific system of bacon-production, co- 
operation in factories, and marketing. 
The Ulster Agricultural Organisation 
Society is also sending delegates, and 
they will join Lord Antrim’s party with 
the same object in view, 

There can be no doubt that great oppor- 
tunities offer themselves at present for the 
development of the Irish pork and bacon 
trade, The dispute in Denmark in cor- 
nection with this industry, and the assist- 
ance which the National Government is 
anxious to give to the home producers by 
controlling imports or putting on a tariff, 
seem to open up the path to prosperity in

LOUGH NEAGH’S SWAN SONG. 


The Ministry of Commerce is faced 
It seems that 
swans have increased. enormously in 
numbers on Lough Neagh, and it is said 
that they are imperilling the prosperity 
of the pollen fishing. Reports were sub- 
mitted at a meeting of the Coleraine Con- 
servators during the week-end, and these 
showed that the pollen fishing at present 
is almost nil, while there was a serious 
diminution of spawning fish during the 
season five or six months ago. Such a 
thing never occurred - before within the 
memory of the oldest fisherman, and it is 
feared that, if it recurs, the fishing will be 
destroyed. 

No one appears to know the cause of 
the mnon-spawning, and the Scottish 
Research Department has been asked to 
give its opinion. So far as can be 
observed, thé great flocks of swans do not 
destroy the fish or fry, but they consume 
huge quantities of the ‘vegetation which 
produces fish food and gives cover and pro- 
tection to fry inthe shallows of the 
lough. The. swans multiply rapidly. A 
few years ago, for instance, there was only 
one pair of the birds on Lough Beg, and 
they now number over five hundred, while 
it is impossible fo estimate how many have 
their home on Lough Neagh. The swan 
is & protected bird during the close season 
—from 1st March to 12th August—and 
the Ministry of Commerce is unable to 
take any action in the matter. 


| TARIFFS AND NORTHERN TRADE. 


_ Some of the Free State tariffs are caus- 
ing consternation in the Six Counties. It 
will be recalled that there was rejoicing 
in the North when a heavy duty was 
placed on imports of foreign bacon some 
time ago, as it assisted the Northern in- 
dustry, and a immediately advanced. 
Bakers on this side of the border send 
hread to the South of the annual value 
of £200,000, and quite recently in dealing 
with the wheat quota the National Govern- 
ment at Westminster was asked to take 
steps to protect that trade. Long ago the 
biscuit industry here was severely hit by 
a Kree State tariff, and it led to depres- 
sion in that branch of the baking business. 

The latest duty imposed by the Free State 
Government on animal-drawn vehicles also 
seems likely to disturb our trade with the 
South, Many traders from Strabane do an 
extensive business in County Donegal, and 
they were prety concerned during the 
week-end when they were refused per- 
mission to cross the border without pay- 
meut of daty. Some of them paid, but 
nthers did not, and had to return with 
their goods. The sudden action of the 
Customs authorities caused much surprise 
~—and loss---und traders are now awaiting, 
with interest, further developments. 


RESULT OF “MEANS TES7.” 


The ' means test ’’ for unemployed who 
are no longer eligible for the ‘‘ dole’”’ is 
being vigorously enforced in Belfast, and 
many thoughtful people are becoming 
seriously concerned at the results. It is 
asserted that in consequerice of allowances 
being reduced, or stopped altogether, 
many mothers are suffering from under- 
nourishment, particularly in families 
where there is a number of children. 

This is a difficult subject, but the semi- 
starvation of mothers in a civilised com- 
munity is unthinkable, and would bring 
discredit on any city. Belfast boasts of 
being one of the lowest-rated cities in the 
British Isles, but many people fear that 
the low rate is maintained at the expense 
of the very poor. The Northern Minister 
of Finance pointed out in Parliament the 
other day that, while Belfast thinks it is 
a great thing to expend £1,000 a week 
in relief, Dublin, with fewer unemployed, 
manages to allow £4,000 a week for a 
similar purpose.

The antics and personality of ** Get-Rich-

Long-Distance Photography. 

Yesterday The Times published a 
double-page photograph of that long 
stretch of the French coast which lies 
between Sangatte and Boulogne. The 
coastline is shown clearly ; the outlines of 
hills and fields can be distinguished 
behind it; buildings were visible on the 
print, but were todo small to appear in the 
reproduction. This photograph is remark- 
able because it was taken from Old Park, 
behind the town of Dover—across that 


twenty-mile space of the Channel which 
has been the mould of England's history. 
Earlier photographs of the French coast 
have been taken from Dover, but this is 
the first which has been taken under 
normal. conditions of visibility; it was 
made on a dull day, when the French 
coastline barely could be discerned by the 
naked eye. As The Times explains, the 
feat was made possible by a new process, 
evolved by Messrs. Ilford, which enables 
the camera to penetrate mist and haze. 
Visibility is bad on a misty day because 


light; but red light is scattered less than 


the moisture’ of the air scatters the 


blue. The problem, therefore, has been 
to capture the infra-red light in the 
atmosphere, and to exclude all light that 


is not infra-red. Messrs. Ilford have 
solved it by means of a filter, placed in 
front of the lens, which allows infra-red 
light alone to penetrate and to carry the 
image. By this process objects can be 
revealed which the eye cannot see; and.

The Five Year Plan. 


“The Five Year Plan,” according to the | 
memorandum issued by the Birmingham 
Bureau of Research on Russian Economic 
Conditions, ' is of a dual nature: it has 
both real and illusory features.’’ The Plan’s 
real nature is represented by its develop- 
ment of Russia's manufactures and 
natural resources, in which department it 
has achieved a noticeable progress. Its 
illusory qualities appertain to its politica] 
purposes. The Soviet Government, pari 
passu with its desire to make Russia self- 
contained, aimed at the replacement of all 
private enterprise by State monopolies or 
by public organisations under a central 
control. After some three and a-half years 
this latter project has manifested several 
inherent difficulties, for which no solution 
has been found hitherto. In spite of 
opposition from the peasants in certain 
districts, the Plan enjoyed the advantage 
of real revolutionary fervour when it was 
launched. This fervour ‘still survives, if 
in a diminished degree; but an 
increasing number of Russians realises 
that the full scope of the Plan 
cannot be accomplished in the time 
originally allowed. Whereas the lowering 
of the price index to 145.2 and the raising 
of real wages to 208.9 per cent. of the pre- 
War scale were intended, the price index 
has risen by 50 per cent. and the real wages 
figures for 1931—for the first time since 
the inception of the Plan—have not been 
made available.

MORE UNEMPLOYED IN 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
a an 


FIGURES RISE BY 84,000 IN 
A MONTH. 


A considerable rise in the number of 
unemployed is shown in the monthly re- 
turn of the British Ministry of Ldbour 
issued last night. It is estimated that at 
April 25 there were 9,484,000 insured 
persons in employment in Great Britain. 
This was 65,000 less than a month before, 
but, approximately, the same as a year 
before. The decline is accounted for by 
an increase in the number temporarily 
stopped, most of whom were in the coal- 


by the 


mining industry, where the total numbers. 


recorded as unemployed increased by 
63,000. 

There was also « smal! set-back in the 
cotton wool, jute and husiery industries, 
in textile bleaching and finishing, m iron 
and steel manufacture and general engi- 
neering, and in dock and harbour service. 

There was, however, a further slight 
seasonal improvement in the building, 
tailoring and distributive trades. 

The numbers of unemployed persons on 
the registers of employment exchanges on 
April 25 in Great Britain were :— 
2,031,888 wholly unemployed, 516,563 tem- 
porarily stomped, and 103,730 normally in 
casual emplovment—a total of 2,652,181. 
This was 84, more than on March 21, 
and 132,068 more than a before. 
The total comprised 2,135,967 men, 
72,363 boys, 391,757 women, and 52,004 


girls.

It is possible that Wyndham ‘Mallock had 
ideas other than those of mere enterta:nment 
when he wrote ‘‘Important People,” which 
was produced for the first time on its tour- 
ing career at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last 
night. -He may have had it in mind to 
demonstrate that when polit‘¢s come in the 
door domestic peace flies out the window, 
or that the peaceful practice of landscape 
gardening is incompatible with the more 
exacting career of a member of parliament 
in a democratic system. Whatever philo- 
sophical ideas may have been in the mind 
of the author quickly faded when the actors 
came to interpret them; the actors found 
that they had good comic material, and pro- 
ceeded to make the best of it. 


OCCASIONAL FLASHES. 


They found “ making the best of it” no 
easy job either, There are occasional flashes 
of humour and w't in the dialogue, but there 
is hardly a sparkle or originality in the story 
or in the manner in which the material is 
treated. How many thousands of times has 
the idea of two people doing the same thing 
from opposing motives been treated on the 
stage; and how many millions of laughs 
has the idea ga’ned for authors and actors’ 
The statistics matter little, except in so far 
as they received some slight augmentation as 
a result of last night’s performance. ; 

The author's part in the business might 
easily have been better, and the acting was 
not all that might have been desired. Miss 
Zillah Bateman seemed to acknowledge this 
in her speech at the close, when she pointed 
out that the cast was new to the play. When 
the company becomes fully familiarised with 
the thin material at its command the little 
comedy will become one of continuous 
chuckles ; it will never be one of full-throated 
laughter. Even now, whatever distinction it 
may be held to have, and it has some, is the 
contribution of the acting ; “ business ’ counts 
for far more than words in the entertainment 
provided. 


GOOD WORK, 


Such a scene as that in the third act, when 
the two politicians, who are husband and 
wife, prepare for their departure, would be 
worth nothing were it not for the artistry 
of Mr. Gerald Ames and Miss Zillah Bateman 
in the principal parts. The manner'sms of 
Mr. Ames may jar on some people, but there 
ean be no mistaking the fact that he is a 
delightful actor, and one who can turn the 
most unpromising material to advantage. 
Miss Zillah Bateman’s study of the super- 
vilious wife is a charmingly consistent piece 
of work, Without in any way changing her 
interpretation of the character of the lady 
who won and lost a seat in Parliament, she 
repels in the first act and ends by holding 
the entire sympathy of the audience. What 
she would have done in the House of 
Commons could hardly be predicted; but, for 
the matter of that, neither could the position 
of her husband be gauged in that assembly.

M.- Tardieu, ihe French Prime 
Minister, {having been beaten decisively 
in the general election, ix expected to re- 
sign office 10-morrow as soon 43 the new 
President has been chosen. His successor 
is not unlikely to be M. Herriot. It is 
as yet uncertain who wll be elected to 
the Presidemicy, but there may be a 
straight contest between M. Lebrun, 
President of the Senate, and M. Painlevé, 
a former I?remier. The new President 
can appoint a new Ministry if he desires, 
or he can insist that M. Tardieu shall 
remain in office until the new Chamber 
of Deputies meets in some weeks’ time. 
It is regarded as probable, however, that 
M. Tardieu will wish to be relieved of his 

t at the earliest moment, since his 
Boat no longer is willing to re- 
present France at Geneva or Lausanne. 
M. Herriot, at the head of the largest 
section of the Sovialist Party, is likely te 
succeed him as Premier. 


Reparations and Expenditure. 


Diplotuatic circles here maintain that 
if M. Herrio:} decides to form a Gover. 
ment from the: Left, there will be no great 
change in Freinch foreigr. policy, though 
a certain redmction in expenditure on 
armaments may be expected as a result o! 
the Socialist | victory. This, as an 
economy, will not be sufficient to off-set 
the drop in rewenue which has occurred 
since France tegan to experience the 
world depression, and it is probable, in 
addition, that ihe earliest aims of the 
new Government; will be to reduce exist 
ing taxation aml to increase expenditur¢ 
on social reformis. Such steps are not 
likely to lead to the balancing of a Budyet 
which depends co greatly upon the annual 
reparations receipts from Germany, and 
this point indicates that it will be vain 
to expect any great change in the French 
attitude on the ieparations question at 
Lausanne. 


The Dead President. 


A Solemn Requiem will be sung in 
Westminster Cathedral on Thursday 
morning for the late President of the 
French Republic. It probably will he 
attended by a great number of well-known 
people, and representatives of dis- 
tinguished perrons. The King certainly 
will send a nobleman to represent him, 
and the Prince of Wales will be repvre- 
sented by a member of his household, 
though the Prince himself will be attend 
ing the funeral proceechings in Paris. The 
assassination of the aged President has 
made a great impression in’ parlia- 
mentary circles, and the Requiem may he 
attended by many members of both 
Houses. The great French population ot 
London will throng the open portions of 
the Cathedral. Cardia! Bourne will 
preside, and the Frencit Ambassador will 
receive the distinguished people attend- 
ing the Mass.

unprecedented political imbroglio. 
To-day she has no President, and 
to-morrow she will have no Government. 

M. Tardieu’s majority of fifty in the 
late Chamber has been turned overnight 
into a Herriot majority of about one 
hundred. In the next Chamber the 
Radicals will be the strongest party, as 
they are already in the Senate. No 
Government will. be able to be formed 
without the Radicals as a nucleus.

HIT BY FLASH OF 
LIGHTNING. 
DAMAGED WHILE IN 
THE CLOUDS. 


HILE fiying at a height of 

two thousand feet in the clouds 
above’ the -rain-drenched Kent country- 
side yesterday in a brief, but severe, 
electrical storm, the MHoratius, one 
of the Imperial Airways giant air liners, 
was struck by lightning, which disabled 
her radio equipment, tused the aerial, 
which fell off, lew out cockpit windows. 
and damaged two propellers. 

Thirteen passengers were at the time on 
their way trom Croydon to Paris in the 
machine, but neither they nor the crew 
suffered any injury or shock. Captain O. 
P. Jones, the pilot, immediately turned 
the ‘plane around, and as a precautionary 
measure returned to Croydon, where he 
landed safely. 


THE PURPLE FLASH. 


The Horatius, which only a few days 
ago was inapected by the Duke of York, 
left -Croydon at 12.30 p.m., 
lightning struck it about a quarter of an 
hour later while the machine was over 
Tonbridge. 

There was a vivid purple flash, and the 
wireless aerial fused and dropped off, 
while the radio equipment near Captain 
Jones was burnt out. One or two. windows 
ofthe pilot’s cockpit in the forepart of the 
machine were blown out, and a fragment 
of flying glass struck and slightly damaged 
the lower starboard propeller. The lower 


| port propeller was also slightly split.

ag open, the passengers were not affected,

REAL TRAITOR.

wo that curious passion for 

solemnly rectifying judicial blunders, 
even after the victim has ceased to be 
capable of reaping material benefit there- 
from, the French military authorities 
have taken the necessary steps to rehabili- 
tate the memory of a ~“ystery Irishman, 
named Denis O'Flaherty, who was con- 
demned to death and executed during the 
world war as a spy in the interests of 
Germany while serving with the French 
Foreign Legion. 

It is possible that the name O'Flaherty, 
by which the man was known in the 
Legion, was not his real name, but it is 
now believed that, whatever his name, he 
was serving as an officer in one of the 
historic Irish regiments at the time of th 
Curragh incidents, in which Sir Hubert 
Gough figured, and, as the result of too 
free expression of opinions contrary to 
those of Sir Hubert and the officers asso- 
eiated with him in the famous ‘“‘mutiny,’’ 
he had to resign his ccmmission. 

On the outbreak of war he crossed to 
France and entered the Foreign Legion, 
an which he served with distinction for 
three years. He was with the Legion in 
the Champagne district when it was dis 
covered that enemy agents in touch with 
someone on the French side were in the 
habit of making regular descents by 
‘plane at a point in the line where the 
Legion was serving. One night O'Flaherty 
was observed returning from the direc- 
tion of a wood, under cover of which one 
of these agents had been observed to meet 
a French soldier resembling closely 


O'Flaherty. Observation had been carried | 


out under difficulties, and it had not been 
possible to trace all the movements of the 
man seen up to the point where the trai! 
was supposed to be picked up again. In 
these circumstances the case against 
O'Flaherty might not have been = con- 
vincing énough to justify his condemna- 
tion, but when he refused to give the 
court-martial any explanation of his 
presence in that region at the time, his 
guilt was assumed and the Commander- 
in-Chief ratified the death sentence, 
which was duly carried out.

Church of the capital, Rome, speedily 
acquired a prestige, and a willingly accorded 
precedence and primacy, as the first among 
many equals. The chief reasons for this were, 
first that Rome was the capital, next that 
because of its centrality Christians from all 
parts met and exchanged ideas and ex- 
periences there, and partly that it was the 
Church of the two great Apostles, Saint Peter 
and Saint Paul. It was not till this quite in- 
telligible primacy had consolidated itself, and 
was feeling its way to something stronger 
than a mere constitutional precedence, that 
the Roman Church began in the third century 
to claim for its bishop special rights, based 
on the promise of Our Lord to Saint Peter m 
Matthew xvi., and for its line of bishops an 
inheritance of that prerogative by a perpetual 
succession. Running down through the 
texture of the history of the Catholic Church 
is a definitely marked strand of the progres- 
sive assertion of claims not merely by the 
Church of Rome, but now by the Bishop of 
the Church of Rome to a primacy which, 
having been first willingly accorded, was later 
claimed as a right, and then exalted into 
being an imperialistic supremacy resting on 
divine decree. And this tendency grew in 
strength with the removal of the seat of the 
Imperial Government from Rome to Con- 
stantinople: the Roman Church imberited no 
small portion of the power and prestige which 
clung to the old mmperial city. and among the 
natural consequences of the Roman Church's 
being established at Rome was the develop- 
ment of its position as a permanent and 
Central Court of Appeal. And gradually there 
grew up two rival centres of influence in the 
Church, one Eastern and the other Western;

The 
rivalry between the Patriarch of Constanti- 
nople, overshadowed by the presence of the 
Emperor, and the Bishop of Rome now re- 
lieved from the pressure of a civil soveréign— 


' this rivalry and bickering disfigures the pages 


of Christian history for some five centuries. 
Little by little the two patriarchates draw 
apart, separated otsensibly by questions of 
ereed and discipline, but much more by diffeér- 
ences of outlook and ideal, and by self-asser- 
tion and the schismatic temper, till at last. in 
1054, the Bishop of Rome divides the visible 
Church by going out of communion with his 
brother of Constantinople. Up to that 
time, in spite of continuous tension, 
East had been a check upon West and 
West upon Fast: the principle of con- 
sent and of the “ common-sense”’ of the 
different Churches had secured a certain 
equilibrium throughout the Christian wor'd. 
But from that fatal day in July, 1054, we 
see, on the one hand, in the isolated East. a 
growing conservatism and immobility: and, 
on the other hand, in the self separating West, a 
tendency to sharp exaggeration of the peculiar 
characteristics of Latin Christianity, And it 
in this schism between East and West, fol- 
lowed by the growing Westernisation of the

definition of the word “Sacrament.” The 
belief that the Tariff Commission, which had 
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repelled by Rome in the eighteenth century, 
as well as other European groups which 
could not accept the uncatholic dogma of Jn- 
fallibility declared in 1870. We are at pre- 
sen, in sympathetic contact with the 
Orthodox Eastern Church in an endeavour to 
understand by mutual intercourse the posi- 
tions of two historic Churches kept apart 
by history and geography for nearly a 
thousand years. And as we look in Catholic 
directions, so we look towards the great 
Protestant world. We desire to rebuild the 
sundered unity bit by bit. The principle 
of unity is with us, unwithdrawn—namely, 
Christ through the Holy Ghost. But we 
must not grasp at too easy or too prompt 
a solution, lest any casual local unification 
might miss some element indispensable to 
the full Catholic unity. The Anglican 
Church. with its sense of the old and the 
new, with its appeal to antiquity and sound 
learning, to the Holy Scriptures and to thea 
witness of Christian experience, occupies a 
position which enables it to blend the two 
essential principles of continuity and change, 
both of which must operate in a Church re- 
ceived from the past, but living in the pre- 
sent. Circumstances have imposed on the 
Churches of England and Ireland a certain 
insularity which has its loss as well as its 
gain. But the desire to merge this in- 
sularity once more in the wider life of visible 
Catholic unity is impelling our members, on 
grounds of principle rather than of senti- 
ment, to look outside our borders. -And 
since God wills unitv, the movement wil] 
grow, and in due time bear rich fruit.’ 
‘Something must be said about the position 
of the Churches of England and Ireland, in 
regard to which alone I am entitled to speak. 
The appeal of the Anglican Church hag ever 
m to antiquity and sound learning. It 
deniés that either in faith or in order it has 
ever broken with its Catholic past, and so 
forfeited its identity, even though forced to 
adopt a Protestant attitude towards Roman 
errors. It asks to be shown any doctrine 
held by the consent of the undivided Church 
to be of faith and necessary to believe for 
salvation which it has rejected. The Re. 
formation in England was not the repudia- 
tion’ of Catholicism—it was the return to it. 
It did repudiate Western or Latin versions 
and developments of Catholicism, but in doe- 
tring it went back to the position of the un. 
divided Church, while in rites and cere- 
monies it asserted the prerogative of any 
national Church to determine its own prac- 
tice in things indifferent. If it has let go 
various externals which are in themselves in- 
and —helpíul to piety, this 
is due to the strain which 
it to liberate itself. Our 
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Prayer-book has formal Orders of Service 
for three of the five; the use of Unction for 
the sick is widely practised by individual 
members of the clergy, and Penance is even 
enjoined in our thirty-third Article, 

““Once more, when it is said that we 
denounce as blasphemy the Holy Mass, which 
has been for 1,500 years the most sacred of 
rites of the Catholic Church, 
denunciation referred 
to is not levelled against the Eucharist 
in itself, it is levelled against the Roman 
Doctrine of Transubstantiation, and the abuses 
to which that doctrine has given rise. For 
us, too, the Holy Sacrament is the central act 
of Divine worship. If the Roman doctrine 
and practice of the Mass had not gradually 
moved further and further away from the 
doctrine and practice prevailing when the 
early and still regularly-used Roman Canon 
of the Mass took its shape, the history of 
modern Europe, secular and religious, might 
have been written altogether differently. Once 
again, I say, it is not the Catholic Eucharist, 
it is the Roman Catholic interpretation of it 
which the Anglican Church has disowned. 


RETURN TO PRIMITIVE 
STANDARDS. 


“In conclusion, we are told that we have lost 
our identity through the changes of the Re- 
formation. What we have done is to shed 
Roman accretions and to return to primitive 
standards, If the act of doing this involves 
in our case the loss of identity, equally so, in 
the case of the Roman Church, the gradual 
departure from those primitive tandiede and 
the imperceptible advance to those very de- 
velopments from which we withdrew must 
have involved in the end:a loss of identity for 
Rome. Cardinal MacRory makes much use of 
Cardinal Newman's Doctrine of Development, 
and tells us that there is nothing in present 
Roman doctrine which is not to found in 
germ in the primitive teaching. Yery. well, 
then: if identity is preserved through such 
insignificant changes for Rome, identity can 
equally be preserved for the Churches of 
England and Jreland when they undo these in- 
significant changes. 

“Cardinal MacRory tells us that the Church 
of Ireland was not in existence for the 1500 
years before the Reformation. But I reply 
that all the Episcopal Sees which compose the 
Church of Ireland were in existence for 
centuries before the rmation. And it is 
as futile to say that was no identity 
between those before the Pope went out 
of communion with their bishops in 1570 and 
after he had done it, as ít would be to say that 
there was no identity between the 
Patriarchates of Jerusalem and Antioch and 
Alexandria and Constantinople before 1054 
and after 1054. What makes a Church’s 
identity and existence in the Christian Church 
does not lie in communion with the Pope. It 
lies in the continuous holding under Christ 
of those fundamental principles of faith and 
order, which were the common possession, 
and were acknowledged by the common con. 
sent, of the constituent Bha of the un 
divided Catholic Church. When Rome once 
again limits her Articles of Faith to those 
universally acknowledged requirements, she 
may once again become a witness to Catholic 
unity instead of a cause of sectarian division.”

Mr. D. A. Chart, Litt.D., read a paper on 
““ Protection of Ancient Monuments in Private 
Possession in Northern Ireland.” He said 
that upon the Ancient Monuments Advisory 
Committee, set up under a recent Northern 
Ireland’ Act, was laid the duty of preparing 
lists containing the names of monuments 
whose ‘ preservation -it considered to be of 
national importance, in order to prevent their 
being injured by casual vandalism, or even 
the action of the owner. These lists had then 
to be published. When this was done the 
monument was legally protected against 
damage at the hands of the genera} public 
under a penalty of fine or imprisonment, in 
the same way as those monuments which 
have become vested in the State. As 
regards the owner, however, the position 
was less satisfactory, since the Act 
only required him, under severe penalties, to 
give notice to the Ministry of Finance of his 
intention to take action affecting the monv- 
ment. When, however, he had given notice, 
and the prescribed period of two months had 
elapsed, he was at liberty, if he chose, to 
make whatever alteration he wished, subject 
still, however, to the extreme n in the 
hands of the Ministry—a compulsory pre- 
servation order, which would take the monu- 
ment completely out of his hands. 


A SURVEY. 


Tt would be noticed that the protection was 
only from deliberate maltreatment, and gave 
no security from damage due to neglect, 
decay, wind or weather. ' In commencing the 
work, the Committee was soon driven to the 
conclusion that some kind of survey must 
precede the compilation of the lists; other- 
wise it might recommend the protection of 
monuments which had been destroyed or 
mutilated out of recognition, Printed accounts 
were often of old date and far from exhans- 
tive. Fortunately, however, through the in- 
valuable co-operation of Captain Carlielle, 
Superintendent of the Ordnance Survéy of 
Northern Ireland, lists had been compiled of 
all the remains of antiquity reported by the 
surveyors, or ‘* fieldmen,’’ of that depart- 
ment, and these provided a useful basis for 
the work. Thesé reports for the Counties of 
Antrim, Down, Armagh, Fermanagh, London- 
derry and Tyrone numbered 2,073 in all,

The civil servant or local 
officer differed from any other employé in that 
his labour was not elastic. It was considered 
that the Union should warn those responsible 
that any further attacks on the remunerat\ 
of local officials would not be suffered with 
the most vigorous resistance.

The motor trade ‘is unanimous in declaring. 
that since the decision of the Executive 
Council was announced on Saturday morning 
last many large orders for cars and vehicles 
have been cancelled, and, as one trader put it, 
the business has reached stagnation. 
Potential buyers have been scared off by the 
Government's high tariff policy, and it is the 
Heclared wish of car distributors and im- 
porters that the present import regulations 


‘may be relaxed somewhat, and thus enable 


trade to come back to something approaching 
normality. ' 


PLAIN SPEAKING. 


While no official statement was issued 
following the conference between the Ministry 
officials and representatives of the car trade, 
it is learned thaí, a strong protest was made 
against the decision of the Executive Council. 
There was some plain talking at the con- 
ference. Since at the present time it is 
virtually impossible to turn out sufficient 
motor bodies in the Free State; and since the 
import dut 
traders did not hide the fact that, should 
several motor traders be forced out of busi- 
ness, considerable unemployment would result 
among mechanics, shopmen and others. 

It eis understood that the representations 
by the deputation, which was introduced by 
Mr. Seamus Moore, T.D., the Secret of 
the Irish Motor Traders’ Association, will be 
made in the form of a report to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. 

Meanwhile, there is a feeling of expectancy 
as to what may be contained in the Free 
State Budget in relation to the motor trade. 

Representatives of the Irish coachbuilding 
trade also saw the officials of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, and a long con- 
vérsation took place concerning the results 
which may accrue from the new tariffs.

AN ARGUMENT REFUTED 
AS “FALLACIOUS.” 


An article by Miss 8. C. Harrison, pub- 
lished in the /rish Times on May 2nd, deal- 
ing with distress among the poor of Dublin 
and the inadequacy of relief, has elicited a

Tine Chamber of Commerce asserts that 
this argument is entirely ‘fallacious, and 
adds :—‘' These rates are not comparable, 
because the rate known as the Poor Rate in- 
cludes charges other than the amounts ex- 
pended íor Poor Law purposes, and the 
charges included are not necessarily the same 
in each district. For example, the Water- 
ford City Rate includes the charge for 
mental hospitals, whereas the charge for 
Grangegorman is not included in the Dublin 
City Poor Rate. 

‘Since you were dealing with Home As- 
sistance you should have quoted the figures 
for that relief which, for the year ended 
3lst March, 1930, are as follows; the second

FOSTERING IRISH 
INDUSTRIES. 


BENEFITS OF THE NEW 
ECONOMIC POLICY. . 


PEAKING at yesterday’s meeting of the. 
National Agricultural and _ Industrial 
Development Association, Mr. Joseph’ 

Milroy, President, said that he understood 

that a statement submitted by them to the 

Government had been accepted in its en- 

tirety by President de Valera. i 
He proposed the following. resolution '— 

“That this Council, representing the manu- 

facturers and workers of the Free State, con- 

gratulate the Government on the efforts that 
it is making to stimulate native production, 
and thus give employment to the vast num- 
ber of dur unempioyed in the country; and we 
protest against the attempt made to lead the 
public to believe that tariffs mean increased 
cost of lying; further, it requests the Govern- 
ment. in order to retain public confidence. to, 
appoint a committee to safeguard the public 
interest, and so allay its fears as to: the 


| possible increase of prices due to tariffs. It 


also calls upon all native producers, in view 
of the increased volume of business likely to 
accrue to them as a result of tariffs, to re- 
duce costs, so that the public may have con- 
fidence in them and give increased support.” 

é“ Their reason for bringing forward this 
resolution,” Mr. Milroy said, ' was to try 
and assist the Government in the work it is 
doing. We find that it was necessary that 
some representative body such as ours should 
show our appreciation of the work that the 
(government is doing. We find that there is 
a campaign going on at the present time to 
create a great deal of unrest and panic in the 
country owing to the tariffs that have been 
imposed. If we look back on the last ten 
years we find that during all that time the 
Press did not say one word in protest against 
the economic policy of the Government that 
was bringing about the decay of the country. 
Now, when some genuine effort is being made 
to develop the interests of the country, we 
find a great deal of protest and panic in 


evidence.” 
GOVERNMENT PLUMS. 


Mr. Sean F. O'Shea, who seconded the 
resolution, said that undoubtedly tariffs 
would cause inconvenience and trouble to 
traders and distributors. That could not be 
avoided. but they, as producers, had long 
felt that their interests had been entirely 
neglected. They felt that one unit paren 
in this country was a far greater benefit to 
the country than quite a number of dis- 
tributors. “Ihe present stagnant condition of 
Irish industry, however, made it imperative 
on them to have first choice of any plums 
likely to fall from the Government tree. 
Industries must be created, and the first 
essential, and the most important, means of 
creating employment was the imposition of 
tariffs and bounties. The problem of the un- 
employed was so huge that it required very 
iamediate attention, and, in addition to that, 
there was what had been described as the 
menace of the retention in this country of 
fifteen to twenty thousands boys and girls 
who hitherto emigrated. 

Dealing with the suggestions that Trish 
manufacturers were inefficient and unbusiness- 
like, Mr. O'Shea said that, as far as he could 
judge, in spite of all the obstacles which 
they had to overcome, Irish manufacturers 
turned out from the materials at their dis- 

sal as good. an article, taking everything 
into consideration, as the foreigner. A morn- 
ing paper had given as an argument against 
tariffs that the poorer classes of the people 
would suffer, that, for instance, a pair of 
trousers that could be imported and sold for 
one shilling to one and six would, if made 
here, cost-from 2/2 to 2/6 each. Whoever 
heard of a pair of trousers costing 1/6? If 
they were value for that, there was no doubt 
that the poor would be rer as the result 
of buying such trash. The same paper also 
said that motor cars were going to cost a 
great deal more—to show that the tariffs 
would also affect the richer people. 
The Association was thankful’ to. the 
Government for giving industries “this 


themselves out now to help to create employ- 
ment as quickly as possible, and also to reduce 
the costs of manufacture, so as to get the 
support of the ‘people of the country. They 
would thus help in a very partitular way to 
develop. the prosperity of the country. ' 

Mr. J. B. O'Driscoll said that the imposi- 
tion of the tariff on motor car bodies would 
mean the employment of additional hands, 
in garages all over the country, as, instead 
of buying new cars, be would have their 
old cars repaired. The tariff would do away 
with the dumping into this country of secon 
hand motor cars.

Every other 
nation had taken control of its own credit on 
assuming political self-government. They 
should follow the example of England and 
establish a money current only in Ireland.
